25 MEN BACK FROM DAWSON CITY. 



Seattle, Wash.. Not. 29. -Twenty- 
Are men arrived here yesterday on the 
Oityof Seattle direct from Dnwaon 
City. They were divided into two par- 
ties, the last one of which loft Dawson 
Oot. 16. The party consisted of Thomas 
Magee, Sr. ; Thomas Magee, Jr., of San 
Francisco; "Swiff Water BUI" Gale* 
Joe Boyle, William Husktns. F. Eckert, 
H. Robertson, H. Raymond. Bert Na- 
son, John W. Branor, W. H Chambers, 
B. W. Pond, E. Ash, J. Oillispie, 
Thomaa Wilson. P. McOraw, Jack Dal- 
ton. William Leak, Arthur Celine, Jo- 
seph Falrbnrn, J. Smith, T. Warren 
and Jim Stephenson. They came out 
over the Dalton trail. They are report- 
ed to have between them #«0,000 in 
drafts a nd gold dust. 

All teil'stories of a food shortage in 
Dawson that are almost a famine. The 
last person to leave Dawson was Jack 
Dalton. When Dalton left the steamers 
Alioe and Bella had reached their des- 
tination. It la said that the Bella's 
cargo consisted of whisky and billiard 
balls. She brought no provisions. The 
Canadian government's mounted pilico 
chartered the Bella and gave all who 
wished a free pass to the Yukon. Iho 
Bella is reported to have left abont Oct. 
12 with 200 men. 

According to the statements made by 
members of the Dalton party, there is 
liable to be trouble of the most serious 
kind thia winter in Dawaon. Billy 
Leak told one of the men in a party 
ahead of him, whom ho met at Dyea, 
that all tho people talk abont at Daw- 
sou was the food famine. Men were 
gathering in groups and cursing with 
might and main the newcomers that 
were constantly coming into the Klon- 
dike loaded with scarcely any provi- 
sions. Tho mounted police were offer- 
ing free transportation to the grub 
placers further down tho Yukon river, 
at Fort Ynkon. but to the conntlesa 
hundreds who had labored hard all 
through the summer accumulating a 
grub stake, the prospect was uninviting 
to say the least. 

The men figured that it wo dd take 
all their earnings in gold to pay their 
living expenses at I'ort Yukon daring 
the winter and that in the spring they 
would not even have enough to pay 
passage money back to Dawson, to say 
nothing of purchasing enough food to 
subsist until they could get started 
•gain. 

John W. Brauer. the United States 
mail carrier, who left Dawson Sept. 27, 
said: 

"There is only one salvation for the 
miners who are now at Dawson City 
and that is for them to undertake the 
awful winter trip from Dawson to Fort 
Ynkon. a distance of 400 miles. There 
is no food at Fort Yukou, there is none 
at Dawson, and just as sure aa the stars 
•nine terrible suffering will be the fate 
of the Dawson miner, unless he leaves 
there before spring. I will make my 
statement, that when 1 left Dawson the 
men who were there had on an average 
four months' food supply. Some did 
not have a month's suj ply, some had 
four or live. The restaurant closed tho 
night I left. It had been selling noth- 
ing but beefsteak, for whic h the hungry 
paid $9.60. 

"When the people realized that the 
boats would be unable to get up the 
river they knew that starvation threat- 
ened thsm and the great stampede b<>- 
ran. The first to leave went to Fort 
Yukon. I guess there were about 10 in 
the party that left the first day. One 
boat that came up from Fort Yukon 
with several newspaper men aboard, 
among them Sam Wall and a Mr. Mc- 
Oilvray. They brought the news that 
the Hamilton had unloaded all of her 
cargo and tried to get over the bar light 
/Hid failed in her efforts, thought she 
drew but two feet of water. This tiews 
increased the excitement and made the 
rush toward food centers all the great- 
er. On Sept. 14 Pert Nol-on of Seattle 
and myself left Circle City and started 
to pole up the river to Dawson City, a 
distance of 8UG milos. At the time we 
started from Circle City, the miners 
had abont taken their departure. It 
took us 1 1 days and 8 hours to make 
the Journey, arriving at Dawson Sep- 
tember 20. 

"OaptaiL — 
who had left Fort Yukon 
Dawaon by about one hour and a half. 
Hanson gathered the Dawson City 
miners together and made a short speech 
in whioh he advised all who Sttd not 
have provisions to lust the winter to go 
to civilization or try and reach points 
In the Yukou river country, where it 
was known that food could lie secured. 
That night was the greatest one in the 
history of Dawson City. The miners, aa

y preparations to get out and night- 
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down-the-river or op-the-rivur points. 
The little steamer Kiukuk, which was 
to make the trips from Dawson to IMly, 
where the Jack Daltuu trail starts, was 
brought into play.

-Dr. Agra- 
monte, one of the Cuban refugees who 
has just arrived here said that many of 
the Spanish officers had admitted to 
him that their cause was hopelets-com- 
pletely lost. He said that the hardships 
he had undergone since leaving this 
city Feb. 28, 1896, were simply Inde- 
scribable. The men in the expedition, 
he described, as of fine physique.

The Reveal* ( alter Heat starts For the 
Keller of tli« Whalsrs. 

Sfatti-r, Waah., Not, 97.- The rev- 
enne onttpr Bear sailed yesterday after- 
noon to the relief of the whalers who 
are frozen up in the Arrtio ocean, north 
or Point Barrow, Alaska. Captain Tat- 
tle, iti discussing the probable point 
where the sled or land party will be 
landed for their dash north, said that it 
all depends upon the state of the ice 
pack. No vessel, he declared, had here- 
tofore been In that part of Bering sea to 
which the Rear is bound later than the 
month of October. • 

The ice condition, he eaid, is un- 
known exoept within the sight of shore 
The natives have been able to report on 
the ice fqrmation only so far as thev 
have been able to see It from the land. 
"As a result of this winter's work in 
Bering sea. I hope," said Captain Tut- 
tle, ' to throw some light on the ire sub- 
ject by the time I return." He then 
added significantly : "As far as steam 
and sail will drive the Bear to the 
northward she will go." 

Captain Tuttle will shape a course at 
the outset from the straits of Fuca to 
Unalaska. He hopes to make the run 
across to Unalaska in seven days' time. 
The distance is about 1,850 miles. 
"Fivs days' good running from Una- 
laska," he says, "should take me to 
Sledge Island, provided that the north- 
ern point can be reached at this time ot 
the year. 1 hope to be able to leave 
Unalaska by Dec. 8 next."

MITROGLYCERfN EXPLOSION. 
Narrow Eteaps ol I.e.- Well Drillers Near 
Chesterneld. lad. 

Ciiesterfild, Ind.. Nov. V — An ex- 
plosion of nitroglycerin occurred one- 
half mile west of this city at 9:10 
o'clock Thursday night. Sixty quarts 
of nitroglycerin were hauled there for 
the purpose of shooting a gas well yes- 
terday. The explosive was placed in a 
large zino tub, located at the end of the 
steam exhaust pipe, for the purpose of 
thawing oat the mixture. It is the 
theory that the tube became overheat 
sd, causing an explosion with disastrous 
results A hole 10 feet long and lev. 
eral in depth was torn in the earth 
The engine was blown to pieces. 

Drillers Haucy and MoGuire had a 
remarkable escape. They were stand- 
ing within 30 feet of the scene of the 
accident, and were hurled 20 feet by the 
force of the explosion, but with the ex- 
ception of a few bruises they escaped 
unhurt. 

Persons one mile away were lifted 
from their feet from the concussion, 
and the jar was felt for 10 miles. Fire 
followed the explosion, but the flames 
were quickly extinguished.

PERISH IN 

JUTORM. 

Philippine Islands Swept by a Great 



Fully Four Hundred Huropeans Were 
Drowned And It Is Estimated 
That Six Thousand Natives 



Millions of Dollars Worth of Property 



8an Francisco, Nov. 26. -Tho ty- 
phoon which swept over the Philippine 
Islands on Oot. 6, was the cause of one 
of the worst disasters that has been re- 
ported from the Southern ocean in 
many years, if not in the history of 
that section of the world. Thousands 
of live* were lost, including many Eu- 
ropeans, and the damage to property 
was something appalling. Telegraphio 
advioes concerning the calamity have 
beeu very meager. 

The difficulty of getting news from 
tho islands is great at any time. and. 
owing to tho remoteness of some of the 
provinces visited by tho hurricane, full 
details of the storm did not reach Hong 
Kong until Nov. 1. The steamer Gaelic, 
from the { Irient Saturday, brought ac- 
counts of tho ravages of the tidal wave, 
and the winds. Several other towns 
were swept and blown away. Fully 
400 Europeans were drowned and it is 
estimated tl.tHHi natives perished. 

The hurricano struck the islands at 
the Bay of Santa Paula, in the province 
of Samiir. It devastated the entire 
southern jiortion of the island and cut 
off communication with the rest of the 
world for two days On the 12th the 
hurricane reached Leyte and struck tho 
capital of 'I cloban with great fury. I 
less than half an hour the town was 
mass of ruius The natives were panii 
stricken and tried to make their way I 
clear ground. Four hundred of them 
were buried beneath the debris of 
wrecked buildings and 120 corpses of 
Europeans were recovered from the 
ruins whon the native authorities i 
tuted a search for the dead. 

Reports from tho southern coast were 
received which claimed that a score of 
email trading vessels and two Sydney 
traders were blown ashore and the 
crews drowned. The sea at Samoa 
swept inland nearly a mile, -lestroying 
property valued at several million dol- 
lars, and casing wholesale deaths 
among the uatives.

Confederate Light Guards," and the 
Blodget Volunteers. " Clarko county 
irned oat tho "Athens Guards." A 
olunteer who had come forward nt 
ugusta and enlisted among the pri- 
ttes was elected colonel. This waa 
morose R. Wright, who became noted 
a general in Lee's army. 
After serviug a short time at Norfolk 
Third marched to the defenso of the 
sat of North Carolina against Bnrn- 
Je's Roanoke expedition. An incidont 
are illustrated tho nature of Bnrntrido'a 
arfare. One day the regiment embarked 
jn two or three gunboats belonging to 
what was called the Moaqnito fleet and 
pounced upon the Uuited States trans- 
port steamer Fanny, which was carry- 
- ing provisions and clothing from the 
fleet off Hatteras to a small camp on 
the Chicamaoomico river. The Fanny 
was captured with all its cargo, 2 can- 
sons ana 40 prisoners The supplies 
-*vere intended for tho Twentieth Indiana 
.egimen%, and many of the prisoners 
were from that command. Three days 
later, having been re-enforoed, the Third 
swooped down upon the camp on the 
banks of the Chicamaoomico, shelled out 
its occupants and seized the entire 
equipage of tents, baggage and rations. 
Being largoly outnumbered, without 
any supports, the Twentieth Indiana, 
whose camp it was, retreated to Hat- 

Ttiese two regiments, the Third Geor- 
gia and Twentieth Indiana, met after- 
ward on even ground at the battle of 
Oak Grove, in front of Richmond, dune 
26, 1809. It was an all day skirmish 
rather than a battle, but was a good 
tost for soldier pluck. At the close of it, 
after nightfall, the colonel of the Twen- 
tieth Indiana sent a flag of truce to 
Colonel Wright of the Third Georgia 
asking permission to bury his dead. 

The Georgians remained in North 
Carolina until the Army of the Potomac 
laid siego to Richmond in May, 1808 
With the exception of the skirmish on 
the 95th of June, when McClellan seiz- 
ed the ridge at Oak Grove for his heavy 
batteries, thia regiment did not take 
part in the fighting around Richmond; 
neither did the brigade nor division nor 
corps to which it was attaobed. Colo- 
nel Wright was promoted to Uie oom- 
mand of the brigade, and tho Third 
Georgia waa led by Major John R. Stur 
"U. 

The first heavy battle of the "Old 
Third" was on the 1st of July, when, 
in the ranks of Wright's brigade, it 
charged the Federal batteries at Mai- 
Tern Hill. General Wright led his men 
forward under the shelter of a bluf to 
a position a few hundred yards from 
MoClellan's gnna On a signal the line 
dashed up the slope, its leader with

staapahstrSOOk) tnm cold, short rations 
and a scautv supply of clothing could 
scarcely have been excelled by those 
which so severely tried the fortitude 
and patriotism of our forefathers when 
quartered in the historic Valley Forge." 
Under its fifth commander. Major John 
F. Jones, the Third entered the 
paign at Cbanoellorsvillo and was in 
the thick or the fight from the first day 
until tho last. 

It was in the advance of Stonewall 
Jackson's flanking column and fought 
for tho right of way around Hooker's 
army On tho morning of Sunday, May 
8, when tho gTand charge was made 
upon the position at the Chancellor 
House, tho Third Georgia was sent oat 
alone to clear the way of Federal sharp- 
shooters. The next day it hurried down 
the plank rood toward Fredericksburg 
aud took part in the battle of Salem 
Church with another wing of Hooker's 
army. It was in battle overy day from 
Msy I to May 4 and came out with a 
loss of 180 killod and wounded, none 
missing. Major Jones was among the 
wounded and suffered tho loss of his 
right arm. He waa the fourth leader 
shot down at the head of tho regiment 
in ton months of campaigning. 

A large number of recruits joined the 
regiment about this time, and the Third 
murr In .It. i < o'ttyshurg 500 strong. Its 

ing of the second day, when A.'^hTiTs 
corps took up the fight which Long- 
street had begun when attacking Round 
Top General Wright's brigade, in 
which the Third Georgia still served, 
was one of the commands which pierced 
tbo Federal lino on the right of Sickles' 
corps, when Longstreot's troops were 
dashing upon Its front. The Federals 
were driven from their guns on the 
ridgo iilong the Gmmitsburg road. 
Wright's brigade seized 20 pieces of 
cannon, 1 1 of which were prizes of the 
Third Georgia regiment However, tho 
support brigades did not oome np, and 
Wright was driven out before the day 
closed. The severe fighting of the regi- 
ment was confined to this one charge, 
which was very brief, but it suffered 
the loss of 41 killed and 148 wounded. . 

During the charge, whon the regi- 
mont was driving the enemy, the color 
bearer was shot down and tbe flag fell 
;o tbe ground. It was immediately 
matched up by Adjutant Alexander, 
vho boro it at the head of the regiment 
rinmphansly into the Federal battery 
in front in spite of a severe wound in 
his right arm. Tho enemy made a tar- 
get of bim, and his cloth lug was pierced 
r eight bullets. 

On the march back through northern 
Virginia after tho battle of Gettysburg 
the Third, now reduced to about 300 
engaged in the stubborn ad- 
vance of Manassas Gap where an at- 
tempt was made to cut Lee's columns 
In that action the Third had 
the poet of honor upon the mountain 
top, and, although flanked, held its po- 
sition bravely In this action 14 men 
killed and 45 wounded. In the 
battles of the Wilderness campaign tho 
Confederate regiments are no 
guide to tho severity of tho flght. 

The Third fought in the Wilderness 
and at Spottsylvauia. On the 14th of 
May it participated in a charge upon 
Grant's breastworks- at 8pottsylvania, 
and in a short tight of 80 minutes lost 
78 killed and wounded. The division in 
which tfie Third Georgia served at that 
formerly under General R. H. 
Anderson, waa led by General William 
Mahoue.

Wo know nothing of the German 

tribes until about 100 B. a Suddenly 
they loom np in tho north, aggressive 
foes of the Romans. For some **~ 
they were held in check by the stubborn 
resistance of tbo legions, until finally, 
when the restraining blind of Rome was 
withdrawn, they spread all over west- 
ern Europe in the fourth and fifth cen- 
turies of our era. Such are the well 
known historic facte. Let us see what 
arclmxilogy may add to them. The first 
investigators of ancient burial grounds 
in southern Germany nnearthed two 
distinct types of skulls. 

The round headed variety was quite 
like that of the modern peasantry ro 
about. The other dolichocephalic type 
was less frequent, but strongly marked 
in places An additional feature of 
these latter wa* noted at once. They 
were generally found in burial place* 
of a peculiar kind. An easterly sloping 
hill was especially preferred, on which 
the skeletons lay feet toward the rising 
sun — probably a matter of religious im- 
portance. The bodies were also regu- 
larly disposed in long rows, side by 
side, a circumstance w hich led Eckcr to 

< it her archa ei' gi-ts, by a study of the 
personal cftVets in the graves, succeeded 
in identifying these people with the 
tall, blond Teutonic invaders from the 
north. Such graves are found all 
through Germany as far north as Thu- 
ringia.

In all the schemes proposed for ao- 
ealled "onrreney reform" by the snbati- 
tntlon of bank notee for not*e Issued hy 
the Government, one thing la' observable: 
they aM provide that the hank notes 
shall be guaranteed by the Government 
and redeemed by It, either In the first 
Instance, or after failure to redeem them 
by the banka. 

The most modest of these sohemes 
sake only for an amendment of the Na- 
tional Bank act, hy which the banka 
shall be permitted to issue notes to the 
amount of 100 per cent., instead of 90 
per cent, as now, of the face value of 
the Government bonds deposited as 
sc. m it y for them, but still leaving them 
guaranteed, rlrst, by the Government's 
obligation to pay the bonds, and, if that 
ehall proveinsufncienr.owingtoadecline 
in the market value of the bonds, then 
by the direct undertaking of the Gov- 
ernment to pay the not. s, aa provided 
In section 108 of the Bank act. 

Secretary Gage'a scheme provides t hat 
the banks may issue notes secured by 
Government bonds to the amount of ft) 
per cent, of their capitals and 25 per 
cent, more secured only by the banks' 
own assets; and he would "extend the 
guarantee of payment by the Govern- 
ment to all circulating notes of the banks, 
whether iesned against deposited security 
or sgiinst assets." 

Now cornea Mr. John C. Bullitt of 
Philadelphia and goes a step further 
than Secretary Gage. He would permit 
the banks to issue notes to the extent ol 
one and one-third of their capitals, 
depositing as security for them 15 per 
cent, in gold in the Treasury and 15 per 
cent in gold In their own vaults, "and 
the Government should agree to redeem 
these notes in gold after default by the 
bank Issuing them." 

Thus, throughout all theproposed "re- 
form" runs the idea that the currency 
which is to take the place of that issued 
directly by the Government, shall, 
nevertheless, be guaranteed by the Gov- 
ernment, and virtually be a Govern- 
ment obligation. Toeffuct this reform 
Mr. Gage proposes to pay (he banks- -21. 
per cent, per annum upon $200,000,000 
of Government bonds, and Mr. Bullitt 
proposes to pay somebody 3 ptr cent, on 
$800,000,000, more or less, aa may be 
necesiary to carry out his plan. The 
plain citixen will naturally conclude that 
if the Government ia to assume the risk 
of loss on the paper currency of the na- 
tion, it may as well take the profits of 
its issue also. It is as easy to provide for 
the redemption of ita own notes as it is 
for the redemption of the notes of the 
banks, and certainly the saving of in- 
terest on from $200,000,000 to $800,000,- 
000 of bonds is not to be despised.
